July 4 to find antisemitic flyers in their driveways. The 
flyers, some wrapped in plastic and weighted down with 
pennies, weren’t dissimilar to others that have cropped 
up around the county and the country, and appeared to 
be downloaded from the Internet. 

One flyer, topped with a Star of David and a Satanic 
pentacle, suggested that COVID-19 is a Jewish conspir- 
acy, listing prominent Jews in and out of government as 
“Jews celebrating their role in COVID.” Another also dis- 
played a rainbow-colored Star of David and an inverted 
pentacle also listed altered photos of Jewish individuals 
and worked the “Disney baby grooming” theme currently 
popular in ultra-right wing circles.

Craftsman Mall expands, Life Plan looks at plan B

ARCATA — With a pair of an- 
nouncements last week, the dramat- 
ic expansion of Cal Poly Humboldt is 
beginning to make major marks on 
the landscape. The two fairly bland 
and vague news releases included 
unstated but fairly cataclysmic long- 
term consequences for area residents. 

The first was the university’s an- 
nouncement that it had purchased 16 
acres on the Arcata Bottom “to sup- 
port any of a number of institutional

priorities aligned with our polytech- 
nic transformation,” with no further 
details offered. 

Underlying that inspecific language 
is the news that a successor project to 
Danco’s ambitious, now-abandoned 
Creekside Homes development may 
have to look elsewhere. 

Creekside had been the latest iter- 
ation of Danco’s multiple attempts to 
build on the site, which was recently 
annexed into the City of Arcata for that 
purpose. Life Plan Humboldt (LPH) had 
hoped to use the site for a senior com- 


munity of cottages, apartments, shared 
dining and activities and healthcare 

“They offered two times what we 
were offering,” said Ann Lindsay, Life 
Plan Humboldt president. She put 
Cal Poly’s bid at $5.8 million. (See 
Lindsay’s statement, page 9.) 

She said that while she is talking to 
Cal Poly about the possibility of being 
part of their as-yet unannounced plans, 
LPH has other options, including 
McKinleyville. “We’re optimistic about 
continuing the project,” Lindsay said.

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McKinleyville land deal 
averts eminent domain

McKINLEYVILLE —On the same day that the McKin- 
leyville Community Services District Board of Directors 
was scheduled to take preliminary steps to acquire prop- 
erty through the eminent domain process, the property 
owner voluntarily signed a purchase agreement. 

For six years, the district has been trying to acquire 
6.5 acres on Cochran Road for a new 4.5-million-gallon 
water tank. The hilltop property is owned by the Ameri- 
can Hospital Management Corporation. 

After negotiating with the company’s principal, Doug 
Shaw, the district sent the company a purchase agreement 
in August of last year to acquire the property for $253,511. 
The district did not get a response until Wednesday, July 
6, hours before the MCSD Board of Directors was sched- 
uled to discuss the eminent domain process. 

Eminent domain allows government agencies to force 
the sale of private property for public use. The owner 
would need to be compensated. 

MCSD Manager Patrick Kaspari told the board that the 
escrow process will begin as the district continues its ef- 
forts to acquire the property through a voluntary purchase. 

However, just in case the deal falls apart, the MCSD 
board unanimously approved a “Resolution of Necessi- 
ty” at its July 6 meeting. The resolution gives the MCSD 
manager the responsibility of notifying the property 
owner of any hearings should the district pursue the em- 


inent domain process. 


“If we have a hiccup, or anything, we have this in our 
back pocket,” Kaspari told the board.

up in Scotia a few days later. 

Both Arcata Police and 
the Humboldt County 
Sheriffs Office are investi- 
gating. “It is a police mat- 
ter,” said APD Chief Brian 
Ahearn, who is evaluat- 
ing the flyers for possible 
criminal charges. But, he 
said, “We want to know 
about it even if it’s not a 
crime — to identify hate 
networks, then decide if 
there’s criminal intent.” 

Anyone in Arcata re- 
ceiving the flyers is asked 
to call APD at (707) 822- 
2424. “Let us come out 
and evaluate it,” Ahearn 
said. 

On the HCSO side, a 
press release said that the 
Sheriffs Terrorism §Liai- 
son Office, in coordination 
with state and federal law 
enforcement partners, is 
investigating the flyers’ or- 
igins and its distribution 
within our county.

“T would like to thank 
the numerous members of 
our community who im- 
mediately notified my of- 
fice upon finding these ma- 
terials,” Humboldt County 
Sheriff William Honsal 
said. “Hate has no place in 
Humboldt County, and we 
will not tolerate the use of 
fear or intimidation to pro- 
mote a hate-filled political 
agenda.” 

City | Councilmember 
Meredith Matthews said 
she plans to make a state- 
ment at the July 20 City 
Council meeting. “I have 
been in contact with the 
ADL and am writing my 
supervisors urging them to 
make statements as well,” 
Matthews said. 

“T cannot believe this will 
be the second time in less 
than a year that I will have 
to make a statement reject- 
ing hate in all forms,” she 


continued. “Any inference 
of discrimination against 
any person or group I con- 
demn, but as an outspoken 
Jewish woman leader this 
fills me with such disgust 
and fear. I know Arcata is 
better than this.” 

Her previous statement, 
issued last September, ad- 
dressed a different abuse 
of Jewish iconography by 
anti-vaccination conspir- 
acy theorists — wearing 
a Star of David to liken 
themselves to Jews perse- 
cuted under the Third Re- 
ich. 

“T just want to say,” 
Matthews said at the time. 
“Stop it. Hate has no place 
in Arcata.” 

Rabbi Naomi Steinberg 
of Eureka’s Temple Beth 
El contacted the Anti-Def- 
amation League and re- 
ceived this response from 
ADL Assistant Regional 
Director Nancy Appel: 
“ADL has been tracking 
the small and fringe net- 
work of individuals re- 
sponsible for the flyers 
since its inception several 
years ago. It is known for 
its public stunts in select 
states, such as antisemitic 
banner drops over major 
highways and coordinated 
propaganda distributions. 
The group’s actions are 
designed to garner public- 
ity, harass and troll Jews, 
spread communal fear, 
and project the false image 
the network is larger than 
its actual numbers.” 

Said Steinberg, “Our 
new Anti-Semitism Task 
Force met for the first time 
in May. We are develop- 
ing protocols for both re- 
sponding to incidents and 
taking proactive measures 
to educate and inform the 
Jewish community and the 
community at large. If you 
are interested in serving 
on this Task Force, please 
contact me.”

Nor was one at last week’s hearing. 
The staff recommendation was to ap- 
prove the permit. 

Senior Planner Cliff Johnson told 
commissioners the company wants to 
move a pole that’s too close to a pri- 
vate driveway entrance used by log- 
ging trucks, replace two 45-foot-tall 
poles with 55-foot poles, install a new 
55-foot pole and relocate three volt- 
age regulators. 

The project aims to prevent service 
disruptions for customers along Pat- 
rick’s Point Drive when work is being 
done at a substation in the Orick area. 
Johnson said the company has indi- 
cated that undergrounding the equip- 
ment would have too many impacts 
and be too costly. 

PG&E got flagged on the unper- 
mitted installation due to complaints 
filed by Jeff Guttero, the owner of the 
property with the logging truck drive- 
way. 

He described the facility as a “traf- 
fic hazard” and an eyesore.

By way of short-term housing options, the university 
has reached an agreement to house students at Comfort 
Inn in Arcata during the 2022-23 school year. 
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cility there that isn’t authorized,” he 
responded. “I would expect them to 
appeal a denial.” 

Johnson said PG&E will be re- 
quired to remove the facility. 

When a motion for denial was 
made and seconded, Ford recom- 
mended adding findings to back up 
the action. 

The findings became part of the 
motion. They include declarations 
that the facility is “along a narrow 
road” and could interfere with vehicle 
access to other sites, and that PG&E 
“has not demonstrated that this is the 
least visually impactful design.” 

The facility’s presence in “a high 
fire hazard area” is also cited in the 
findings. 

Ford said the findings will be draft- 
ed in the form of a resolution that will 
come back for final approval. It will 
state that the project is “detrimental to 
the public health, safety and welfare.” 

The commission unanimously vot- 
ed to deny the permit and direct plan- 
ning staff to draft the resolution.

Forest Service eradicates 
ruinous grows on public land 


U.S. Forest SERVICE 

EUREKA -— U.S. Forest Ser- 
vice Law Enforcement Officers 
and Forest Service partners at 
the Integral Ecology Research 
Center recently conducted rec- 
lamation operations on sever- 
al illegal marijuana grow sites 
within the Six Rivers National 
Forest. They removed 5,580 
pounds of trash in four days 
from sites that spanned across 
the Lower Trinity, Orleans, 
Ukonom and Mad River Rang- 
er Districts. 

Illegal marijuana grow sites 
on National Forest land pose 
problems for the public and 
the environment — with pes- 
ticides poisoning wildlife, soil 
and water. 

Researchers frequently find 
dead squirrels, bears, deer, and 
birds, and other animals killed 
by the pesticides used on grow 
sites. Once an animal consumes 
and dies from pesticides, the 
chemicals continue powering 
through the entire food web as 
scavengers feed upon poisoned 
carcasses. Researchers found 
a dead fox, a dead vulture that 
had been feeding on the fox, 
and dead insects that had land- 
ed on both. 

Pesticide use is also impacting 
the Northern Spotted Owl, a fed- 
erally threatened species and the 
fisher, a small mammal related 
to the weasel and a federal spe- 
cies of concern, which serves as 
an indicator species as the spe- 
cies thrives in healthy forests. 

Growers’ spray pesticides 
and add them to irrigation sys- 
tems, the chemicals then seep 
into the soil and surrounding 
waterways, which can nega- 
tively impact aquatic species 
and potentially compromise 
the safety of drinking water 
downstream. 

One marijuana plant re- 
quires approximately nine 
gallons of water per day. This 
equals about 1,350 gallons 


of water per plant during the 
growing season. One of the 
reclaimed sites on the Lower 
Trinity Ranger District had ap- 


proximately 5,000 plants. This 
translates to about 6.75 million 
gallons of water used for this 
one site alone. 

The irrigation systems use 
nearby water sources such as 
springs, often near headwaters. 
During recent reclamation oper- 
ations, over 11 miles of irrigation 
hose was found throughout the 
sites. This diversion can dewater 
an entire spring, which decreas- 
es the amount of water reaching 
streams and rivers below, im- 
pacting entire ecosystems. Im- 
pacts include lower salmon runs 
and decreased habitat for sensi- 
tive amphibians like the foothill 
yellow-legged frog. 

To reduce the grow site im- 
pacts and discourage illegal 
growers from returning, For- 
est Service and partner law 
enforcement agents, scientists, 
safety experts, and others plan 
and carry out clean-up efforts 
to remove the plants, irriga- 
tion infrastructure, waste, and 
chemicals. If they leave these 
resources intact, growers will 
return and reuse the same site. 

Many grow sites are in re- 
mote locations and difficult to 
access, making remediation 
efforts challenging and cost- 
ly. Helicopters must be used 
to air-lift tons of garbage and 
miles of irrigation piping. Par- 
tial HAZMAT protocols must 
be followed, and decontami- 
nation kits used to contain and 
clean up the waste. 

Many sites harbor booby 
traps, and the growers them- 
selves are often armed.

Let’s make AMRTS the transit system Arcata deserves 


Here’s how to bring our neglected public transportation into the future 


July 7, 2022 
Dear Arcata Councilmembers and Plan- 
ning Staff: 

This is to request additional investment 
in the Arcata & Mad River Transit System 
(AMRTS). I write on behalf of our youth, 
students, visitors, seniors, non-drivers, 
workforce members and others who would 
use a local transit system that is accessible, 
affordable, has 20-minute service frequen- 
cy, operates nights and weekends, and 
goes places we want and need to go year 
around. 

I also write from my perspec- 
tive as alongtime AMRTS rider. I 
have waited for buses in the rain 
at uncovered bus stops; walked 
countless miles because of the 
schedule infrequency and circu- 
itous routing, or the schedule or 
routing changed without notice; 
and have missed evening meet- 
ings and other events because 
busses do not run past 7 p.m. 

I have talked with riders 
through the years who have tried 
using AMRTS and have experi- 
enced all of the above. Because the system 
is so unwieldy and they are able to drive, 
they have defaulted to driving instead. 

The current system is appreciated 
though it has not been usable by potential 
riders for many years as the city has grown 
and new housing and destinations have 
(and will) come online. Unless something 
is done and soon, we will have huge traf- 
fic and parking problems with the current 
population influx. 

It came to light this past year that AM- 
RTS could not locate drivers. We learned 
that the city has paid drivers as unbenefit- 
ed, part-time employees. So, no surprise 
they had few applicants. 

While it is appreciated that one 
three-quarter time driver position has 
been added to the FY23 budget, we are re- 
questing that additional funds be allocated 
to AMRTS. Please partner with allies and 
do all in your power to create a robust 21st 
Century transit system to meet the grow- 
ing need! Let us please stop perpetuating 
car culture! 

We want: 

¢ a safe, centrally located, and open/us- 
able transit center 

¢ additional transfer points 

* a system that connects efficiently with 
other transit providers

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¢ additional routes that more directly 
travel north/south and east/west using ar- 
terials (Think 11 Street, Samoa Boulevard, 
K Street/Alliance Road/Janes Road, South 
G Street) 

* Bikes on buses 

¢ Secure bike storage at the transit cen- 
ter and other places around town 

* Updated routes for improved last mile 
walkability 

¢ Service to the South G and all business 
districts 

¢ A more efficient way to get to and from 
McKinleyville 

¢ Transfer points closer to the 
center of town like 11th and K 
streets or Samoa Boulevard and 
G/H/K streets 

¢ Smaller, quieter busses 

Let’s update routes that travel 
north/south from Giuntoli Lane 
to South G Street, from Redwood 
Park to the Arcata Bottoms from 
Sunny Brae to Cal Poly Humboldt 
to Valley West 

A robust and efficient bus or 
shuttle system would: 

¢ Get students to and from schools 

¢ Get people to and from work 

* More efficiently serve all shopping and 
business districts 

¢ Help solve parking issues and get peo- 
ple to and from new housing developments 

¢ Get people between the Valley West 
hotel/housing conversions and downtown 
and other services 

¢ Reduce single occupancy vehicle trips 
and vehicle miles traveled 

¢ Show our youth and others that we are 
addressing their environmental concerns 

The investment in AMRTS has not been 
made or sustained over time, which is why 
we are in this position. For all the rhetoric 
about environmentalism that many Arcat- 
ans espouse, knowing fully that transpor- 
tation causes the greatest emissions, we 
perpetuate car culture and single use oc- 
cupancy trips by not creating/providing a 
system appropriate for our busy and thriv- 
ing community. 

There are times when driving is neces- 
sary and appropriate, there is no dispute 
there, and there are people who will never 
take a bus no matter where or when, also 
a given. However, many people would 
gladly leave their cars at home for errands 
around town, farmers market and other 


community events, and late-night enter- 
tainment if public transit was an option. 
It is not, therefore it operates mostly un- 
derutilized. As a regular rider, seeing al- 
most empty buses is demoralizing and 
disappointing. We can and must do better! 

With Cal Poly Humboldt actively re- 
cruiting students and personnel, and oth- 
er entities bringing in new people, Arcata 
is becoming an increasingly cosmopolitan 
community. People expect that we would 
be far more progressive and advanced in 
this area. They express surprise and frus- 
tration that we are so backward given all 
the other great equity, inclusion and envi- 
ronmental programs and services we offer. 

With the expected increase in popu- 
lation, we will be overwhelmed with the 
additional cars that people will be forced 
to drive unless we invest in our transit 
system. And the hundreds of parking 
spaces being proposed on the Cal Poly 
campus directly contradicts everything 
we know about environmentalism and 
sustainability. 

Let us practice our environmental and 
equity ideals! We must address this or the 
traffic, noise, pollution and lack of park- 
ing will make Arcata another over-crowd- 
ed rural city with a world class university 
and brilliant people who did other great 
things but didn’t create a functional pub- 
lic transit system. 

Let’s show the world that Arcata does 
what it purports to do with being an in- 
novative and progressive city! Let’s locate 
and utilize resources to create the best sys- 
tem in the state! 

We have the smarts and there is money 
out there. The question is, do we have the 
will? And if not, how will we explain our 
inaction to youth and others who seek an 
environmental, efficient, and sustainable 
means of public transport? 

There is money available! Here is info 
received in late June from Congressman 
Huffman’s office that should prove useful.

Mini gardens by the hundreds get kids excited, bring families together, produce food 


CoopPERATION HUMBOLDT 
EUREKA -— In its third year, 
Cooperation Humboldt’s mini 
garden initiative has brought gar- 
dens and garden mentorship to 
100 Humboldt County families. 
The program provides small 
vegetable gardens for families with 
children aged eight and under as 
well as ongoing support and edu- 
cation to help the recipients grow 
more of their own food. Gardens 
were delivered as far south as Gar- 
berville, as far north as McKin- 
leyville, and inland to Hoopa. 

As the spring 2022 season 
concludes, Cooperation Hum- 
boldt staff and volunteers report 
installing 100 gardens, bringing 
their three-year total to 500 mini 
gardens. 

Feedback from recipients has

been overwhelmingly positive. 
Angie Valetutto says “We love our 
mini garden. My daughter has 
enjoyed watching the fruits and 
veggies grow. It’s been inspiring 
to watch her trying the different 
foods that we are growing. Our 
whole family is loving the free- 
dom of picking foods out of our 
garden to use with our meals.” 
“It’s amazing to witness the 
kids’ investment in the gardens 
when they help to plant them. 
They are eager to water and ex- 
cited for upkeep and harvesting! 
This small gesture really can

spark the beginning of a person’s 
connection with and stewardship 
of the world around us,” shares 
garden installer Argie Munoz. 

Another installer, Tony Scardi- 
na, agrees: “The highlight for me 
was seeing the excitement on the 
children’s faces. I’m happy to be 
planting the seeds for a new gen- 
eration of gardeners!” 

The results of a poll completed 
by recipients (response rate ~50 
percent) reveals the following en- 
couraging impacts: 

¢ Over 89 percent of respon- 
dents reported that their family 


spends more quality time togeth- 
er as a result of their mini garden. 

¢ Over 76 percent of respon- 
dents reported an overall de- 
crease in stress as a result of their 
mini garden. 

* Over 93 percent of respon- 
dents reported that their chil- 
dren have learned new things and 
gained new skills through 

this program. 

* 100 percent of respondents 
reported that they are more likely 
to garden in the future compared 
with before receiving their mini 
garden. 

This year’s installations were 
made possible through a contract 
with Humboldt County Depart- 
ment of Health & Human Services 
using funding from their Adverse 
Childhood Experiences Preven- 


tion fund as well as through a 
grant from Coast Central Credit 
Union. Support was also provided 
by Open Door’s Health and Well- 
ness gardens, Arcata Sunrise Ro- 
tary, Garberville Rotary, Pierson’s 
Building Center, The Mill Yard, 
Sylvandale Gardens and Deep 
Seeded Farm. 

Cooperation Humboldt’s food 
team also provides Little Free 
Pantries to facilitate neighbor- 
hood sharing, publishes an annu- 
al Community Food Guide, plants 
free fruit trees for the community, 
and offers a variety of education- 
al opportunities relating to food 
production and local food sover- 
eignty. 

The team’s next public event 
will be an Edible Garden Tour on 
August 20.

BIGFOOT TRAIL -—- 
Trail crews from the Big- 
foot Trail Alliance (BFTA) 
will be clearing backcoun- 
try trails in a Wilderness 
Area near you this summer 
and fall.

“It all comes down 
to the geology and loca- 
tion,” says Kauffmann, 
“the unique mosaic of soil 
types, geography, and iso- 
lation over time have cre- 
ated the conditions for this 
special place.” 

While the trail features 
beauty, prospective hikers 
should not let that cloud 
the physical challenge of 
the trail. “Like any back- 
country outing, you need 
to be well prepared.
